

JOINT STATEMENT ON THE SUSPENSION OF CLASSES IN THE CITY OF SAN FERNANDO 

March 13, 2020 

In fight of the declaration of COVlD-19 alerted to Code Red Sublevel 2, the City 
Government of San Fernando, La Union, San Fernando City Schools Division (SFCSD), 
Commission on Higher Education (CHED) and the Liga ng mga Barangay, suspends 
classes on ALL LEVELS in PUBLIC and PRIVATE schools effective tomorrow MARCH 14 to 
APRIL 12, 2020 subject to the discretion of the City Government to lift or extend if the 
situation warrants. 

In the suspension of classes, all students shall continue to fulfill their educational 
requirements during the said period. The respective schools will devise schemes to ensure 
that this is done. Students are also reminded that the suspension is not a VACATION. 

It is the parents’ ultimate responsibility to monitor the activities of their children and to 
advise them to stay in their homes and not roam around and visit computer/intemet 
shops, malls, restaurants, and other tourist destinations. 

Minors (persons aged 17 years and below] are not allowed to roam or loiter around the 
City of San Fernando, La Union from 10 PM to 4 AM. 

All persons are highly discouraged to organize/hold and attend mass gatherings. 

The Barangay Councils are tasked to monitor the residents in their respective barangays. 
The guidelines and other directives will be provided after this statement. 

Let us continue to work together to keep our People's City peaceful, clean and beautiful.
